POLITICS IN REVIEW 


The past week has been full of politics, 
Beginning with the rally last Friday 
night, and not yet closed so far as the 
aftermath of the actual election of Tues- 
day is concerned, it has been one con- 
tinued discussion of political matters. 
This. discussion has not been confined 
to any community, but from the returns, 
now pretty complete, it is evident that 


‘} the arousing which we have seen in 


Andover, has taken place throughout 
the entire country. 


The Local Result 


The local result is tremendously 
gratifying to the Republican party. 
For three years a division in the ranks 
of those men in Andover, who are 
natural Republicans, ‘has led to such a 
situation as to make it possible for 
Democratic success and that success 
has come very close to a realization in 
two campaigns. The vote on Tuesday 
makes it clear that many men, who 
honestly followed unwise leadership 
into an attempt to bolt Republican 
candidates as ‘the local Progressive 
party, have had enough of the “dog in 
the manger” policy, which certain 
leaders have been responsible for during 
the past three years. They came back 
to their natural affiliations last Tuesday 
almost in the entirety of the original 
group, and they came to a welcome not 
measured alone by the amount of aid 
they could be in electing Republican 
candidates, but to a welcome that 
rejoices in the alignment again of prac- 
tically all of those factors in the Re- 
publican party in Andover, who ought 
to forget personal feelings and pre- 
judices, when the more. important 
questions are involved touching proper 
administration of public office. 

There is no need to discuss at this 
time reasons which led to the division 
of the Republican party locally, any 
more than’ it would be wise to discuss 
the entire movement which has made 
trouble for the Republican party and 
Republican -policies in the past two 
years. It is enough that banded to- 
gether once again, they are bound to be 
a force within Republican ranks, cap- 
able of much greater good in active 
politics than they could ever expect to 
be as a separate organization. 

It is probable that some Progressives 
in Andover, as in other sections, will 
still persist in their passion for trouble 
making, but the measure of this leader- 
ship has been taken by a great big band 
of honestly intentioned men, who ‘afe_ 
not likely to be fooled again. ? 

The actual result itself in Andover, 
in which one of the largest total votes | 
ever brought to the polls was cast, is | 
again gratifying to Republicans, and 
the Republican Town Committee de- 
serves high praise for the very efficient 
manner in which they worked, both in 
planning probably the largest rally held : 
in town for twenty years, and in bringing 
out a vote of such proportions. It was 
a fitting close to the work of Chairman 
Hardy, who insisted that this was to be 
his last year as Chairman of the Re- 
publican Town Committee. 


In the State 


The result in the State fell short by 
just one item in the failure to elect Mr. 
McCall for the governorship. Many 
people had overlooked the tremendous 
advantage held by a candidate for gov- 
ernor running for a second term, and 
it is much more likely that the increased 
vote for Governor Walsh is practically 
all due to that American spirit which 
says so readily and accepts accordingly 
“‘give a man another chance”, than it is 
likely that his vote came in any con- 
siderable numbers from the deserting 
Progressives. The men chosen on the 
Republican ticket are sure to give the 
State, efficient administration, and with 
a council almost unanimously Republi- 
can, and a Republican Lieutenant 
Governor, there is bound to be struck a 
much better balance for State govern- 
ment next year than we have had during 
the past ten months. 

The most gratifying results in con- 
nection with the election in Massachu- 
setts, is the increased number of Re- 
publican congressmen bearing back to 
Washington the protest of Massachu- 
setts against Tariff legislation, fitted 
neither to the demands of American 
industries nor the protection of Ameri- 
can labor. Massachusetts sends a 
peculiarly strong delegation to assert 
this position in the coming Congress. 


Throughout the Nation 


The result Nationally follows closely 
to the same satisfactory lines noted in 
connection with the local and State 
results. The writer takes a peculiar 
pleasure in the re-election of Senator 
Gallinger of New Hampshire, as it was 
his pleasure to have a part in the cam- 
paign, by invitation, and to see the 
tremendous movements working to en- 
compass his defeat. It is not too much

OBITUARY 


George Henry Torr 


One of Andover’s most highly es- 
teemed citizens passed away on Wed- 
nesday when death came to George H. 
Torr of Central street. Mr. Torr had 
been in ill health for some time due to 
natural causes incident to his many 
years. 

George Henry Torr was born in 
Rochester, N. H., September 9, 1825, 
the son of Jonathan H. and Sarah Mc- 
Duffee Torr. His early life was spent 
in Rochester, in education at the town 
schools and in learning habits of indus- 
try in the village grocerye store, con- 
ducted by his father. At the age of 
sixteen he entered Phillips Exeter Aca- 
demy, but did not finish there, owing to 
business reverses which came to his 
father. Leaving Exeter he took his 
first position with the Cocheco Co. in 
Dover, and began his work in what was 
destined to be a long career as a trusted 
clerk -and official, covering over fifty 
years with only two concerns. His work 
at Dover was interrupted by a short 
time of employment with Brewster & 
Co., Dry Goods dealers of Boston. 

Closing over ten years of active work 
at the Cocheco Co. in Dover in 1858, he 
came to Andover in that year as book- 
keeper for the firm of Smith, Dove & 
Co. Mr. Torr’s rise in the Andover con- 
cern was steady and consistent. Upon 


the incorporation of the company in ! . 


1864 he was made clerk; in 1874 he 
became director, and in 1877 he was 
elected treasurer, serving as clerk and 
treasurer until 1893. -In 1893 he be- 
came president, resigning that position 
in 1906, but holding his place as a 
director until 1912. Fidelity of the 
highest type marked Mr. Torr’s long 
career as an Andover business man. 

Mr. Torr was married in 1865 at 
Lucretia Warren Richardson,

in 1906. Since the death of

two of her nieces have resided with Mr. 
Torr making his 18st years comfortable |

Public School Notes 


At a meeting of the school committee 
held on Tuesday evening much business 
of importance was’ transacted. ‘The 
teachers’ committee reported the ap- 
poiritment of Miss Sara G. Cummings of 
Newfields, N, H., a teacher in the In- 
dian Ridge school in place of Miss 
Moriarty; resigned, and the appoint- 
ment of Miss Gertrude Farrington of 
Lawrence as a substitute for Miss Riley.
